I About the Sick Room. 
Remember that everything which goeth 
into the sick room and everything which 
cometh are defiled or infected. 
They must, therefore, be disinfected. 
In the home, the best way to disinfect, 
is by soap and w ater. 
T he very best 
disinfectants in the world are right in 
reach of the very poorest. 
T hese are 
soap, w atei, aud fire, with a little "el­ 
bow grease.” 
Dishes, as well 
as 
clothing, coming 
from, or going into a sick room, must 
first be washed w ith soap and hot w ater 
and then boiled. 
If there is great danger 
of infection, the clothing and dishes can 
tirst be boiled and then washed. 
T his is 
fa r better than all the chemical disinfec­ 
tants that one can buy. Carbolic acid, 
which is in great favor, is of very little 
value as a disinfectant. 
Germs can live 
in a 9 5 per cent, carbolic acid solution. 
T he simplest and cheapest chemical dis­ 
infectants at hand are turpentine and 
kerosene. 
These should be used in the 
vessels for the discharges from the pa­ 
tient and in the drains and sewer, unless 
the 
physician 
otherw ise 
directs.—The 
L aym en’s Medical Journal.

We and Others. 
A very intelligent young woman, per­ 
haps we might say overintelligeut, w rites 
that in her efforts toward right living 
j and the serious study of a serious pro- 
1 cession,( she has found that, by degrees, 
she has* beer, forced to dispense w ith va­ 
rious friendships tha t were pleasant, but 
hurtful, as she deemed, iu their intiu- 
euce. 
She a t first tried to “arrange her life,” 
so she writes, in such a m anner tha t two 
dearly loved friends would suffice, but 
circumstances took these friends aw ay 
to other cities and now she lives a lonely 
lie virliout the stim ulant of sym pathy 
and human companionship. 
The difficult 
question 
she 
puts is 
w hether such a life is better than one iu 
which she would continue to “ take the 
risks” of acquaintanceships, which would 
probably mean loss of time and a break 
iu her habits of studious work, which are 
not conducive to light eompauionship, 
which she describes as “frivolous.” 
T his question in itself and in its word­ 
ing, betrays a lamentable and stilted 
attitude on the part of the w riter. 
It 
is entirely too self-conscious to be men­ 
tally wholesome, aud there is consider­ 
able vain glory about this tremendously 
serious poiut of view. 
F rom a young school girl it might be 
ex cused. From a young woman who has 
advanced iu the study of a profession 
it is a confession tha t the very aloofness, 
in which the w riter holds herself from 
her kind, has already resulted in a cer­ 
tain lack of hum an understanding. 
W ithout even knowing the depths of 
frivolity or idleness disapproved of in 
the discarded friends, it is quite safe 
to say that the point of view taken 
by anyone who boldly and baldly de- 
; ciares her actions, ideas and rules of 
living to be entirely without flaw, is a 
m istaken one. 
She also condemns too utterly, the 
companions whom she describes as idle, 
frivolous, Mghtminded. 
She can hardly be competent to judge 
so sweepiugly as all this. 
M any per­ 
sons adopt a rather light m anner in or­ 
der that they may not bore people by 
their overintense view of themselves. 
This degree of self-centered ex istence 
is often a far more serious flaw than 
m any of the lesser evils. 
It argues au 
inverted attitude and a too palpable self- 
approval. 
It suggests a smugness, a 
consciousness of merit, than which noth­ 
ing can be more hurtful to mind aud 
character generally. 
Nothing can prove more of a deterrent 
in the achievement of success—even a 
partial success. 
T his is very plain talk, but nothing 
can quite meet this particular form of 
density, ex cept a thorough arraignm ent. 
W e can none of us assume that our 
own way is all right, and tha t of others 
all wrong. W e can only view it as we 
see it, and as we know our own environ­ 
ment, influences, training, etc. 
T o live by set rule, avoiding irregular 
hours or idleness, is a good plan, but 
much more than this is needed for right 
living, which in itself can never be en­ 
tirely negative. 
W e cannot hold aw ay 
from all who do not hold our own views 
and retain a good balance. 
W e must learn to tolerate and bear 
and compare aud learn from others. 
Isolation from our own kind cannot 
invite anything 
but 
a too self-concen­ 
trated heart and soul. H um an sympathy, 
brotherhood and neighborly love are the 
trinity that leaven life—that short jour­ 
ney that we take together, helping one 
another, 
forgiving 
one 
another, 
and 
never assuming a coat of impregnable 
perfection. 
T here are many faults too small to 
consider that are outbalanced in time by 
the better qualities, although they may 
seem to predominate. 
H arsh judgm ent and unkindness are 
dangerous cankers. 
One who finds it 
necessary to dispense with a friend be­ 
cause of a fault or a few* faults is lack­ 
ing in heart, in generosity.

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“A cav alry charge and an American national p olitical conv ention are 
th e two most ex citing things J know,” rem arked a distinguished foreigner 
from his seat in the dip lomatic section at the 19 08 Rep ublican conv ent ion in 
th e Chicago Coliseum, during the p rogress of the fortv -nine-minute Roose­ 
v elt dem onstration. The sam e distinguished foreigner waalat the Democratic 
-conv ention the following m onth in the Denv er Auditorium and, again from 
the dip lomatic section, he witnessed the eighty -eight-minute Bry an demon­ 
stration. 
‘‘1 w ant to amend my Chicago declaration,” said he to m e of his 
friends after adjournm ent, "and go on record that a Rep ublican national 
conv ention and a Democratic national conv ention are the two most ex citing 
things I know.” 
Prior to 18G0 the conv entions had been com p arativ ely tame, say s a 
w riter in the Chicago Rerord-Herald. 
They had been in the nature of semi- 
p riv ate assemblages, the general p ublic not being adm itted in large n um ­ 
bers. 
The conv ention of 18 60 was the first to hav e a sp ecial building erected 
for it. 
At th a t conv ention telegrap h wires and instrum ents were for the first 
tim e brought into a conv ention building. 
For the first tim e large num bers 
o f sp ectators were adm itted and for the first tim e there was organized cheer­ 
ing and p lanned dem onstrations. 
The conv ention which nom inated Lincoln p erhap s had a wider, deep er, 
more enduring effect on the history of the country than any other conv en­ 
tion of a p olitical p arty in American annals. 
Nom inations began almost at 
once after tlie conv ention was called to order. 
W illiam M. E v arts p resented 
S ew ard’s name. 
New York immediately got into action with th at sp ecies 
of carefully p lanned dem onstration and scientific cheering which hav e be­ 
come the most sp ectacular and thrilling p arts of a modern conv ention. 
So 
startlin g was the effect of the well arranged Seward cheering that members 
of the Lincoln forces felt som ew hat “ap p alled,” as one of the Illinois dele­ 
gates ex p ressed it. 
When the nam e of Seward was p resented "the shouting 
was absolutely frantic, shrill and wild. Comanches or p anthers nev er struck 
a higher note nor gav e screams with more infernal intensity . 
The Illinois, Indiana and other Lincoln delegates at once p roceeded to 
av ail themselv es of New York's lesson in the a rt of dem onstration. 
They 


c o n y^ ri c^ r\Z^ f 


m arshaled their foites into y elling battalions and arranged th at there should 
be one great dem onstration of lung p ower when Lincoln was nom inated and 
a second, a still greater dem onstration, when the nom ination was*seconded. 
The organized Lincoln cheering duly began when the future President was 
p ut in nomination by N. B. Judd, chairm an of the Illinois delegation. 
It 
was a good beginning, but not quite equal to the Seward nomination shout­ 
ing. 
The Seward cohorts had another chance to show their p owers as noise- 
m akers when the Seward nom ination was seconded. 
But then Caleb B. Sm ith of Indiana took the lioor to second the nom ina­ 
tion of Lincoln and then was afforded the op p ortunity for which Illinois had 
p articularly p lanned. 
Women had been requested to wav e their handker­ 
chiefs during the dem onstration following the seconding sp eech, while hun ­ 
dreds of flags were distributed to be wav ed as well. 
Signals were agreed 
up on to regulate the cheering. 
“No m ortal before saw such a scene,” wrote 
Leonard Sw ett in describing w hat hap p ened after Mr. Sm ith had sp oken. 
"The idea of us hoosiers 
and suckers being 
outscreamed would hav e been 
almost as bad as the loss of our man. 
Fiv e thousand p eop le at once leap ed 
to their seats, women not w anting in the number, and the wild y ells made 
soft v esp er breathings of all that had p receded. 
No language can describe 
it. 
A thousand steam whistles, ten acres of hotel gongs, a tribe of Coman­ 
ches, headed by a choice v anguard of p andemonium, m ight hav e mingled in 
the scene unnoticed.” 
As the roar died out a v oice cried: 
“Abe Lincoln 
has it, by the sound now. 
Let us ballot.” 
Balloting followed without delay . 
There were three ballots. 
On the 
first Seward receiv ed 17 3 v otes, while Lincoln had but 102. 
Delegates to 
the num ber of 18 3 div ided their v otes among Simon Cameron of Pennsy l­ 
v ania, Salmon P. Chase of Ohio, Edw ard Bates of Missouri, William L. Day ­ 
ton of New Jersey , John McLean of Ohio and Jacob Col lama r of Vermont. 
These delegates held the balance of p ower. 
On the second ballot the break 
to Lincoln began. 
Pennsy lv ania cast her fifty -two v otes for the Illinoisan 
after going into conference. 
This was regarded as a certain index of what 
hap p ened on the third ballot. 
Lincoln on the second ballot got 18 1 v otes, 
while Seward had 18 4. 
On the last ballot the break gathered full headway . 
As the ballot p rogressed it became p lain that Lincoln was running in ad­ 
v ance of Seward. 
Suddenly the word went around the hall: 
“Two hundred 
anti thirty -one and one-half for Lincoln. 
Two and one-half more will giv e 
him the nom ination.” 
An instant of silence followed, according to the chroniclers of the ep i­ 
sode. 
The conv ention was grap p ling w ith the idea. 
Then the chairm an of 
the Ohio delegation sp rang up on his chair and cried : “Mr. President, I rise 
to change our v ote from Mr. Chase to Mr. Lincoln.” 
Lincoln was the nom­ 
inee.

A wren 
•caught before sunrise was formerly be­ 
liev ed to insure a good herring fish­ 
ing, and it is from the p rom inence of 
this belief in the Isle of Man that the 
p ractice originally rose. Miss Agnes 
H erbert in a book on the Isle of Man 
has the following interesting account 
•of the ceremony : 
“At ev ery house v isited a feather 
would be left for lutk in return, of 
•course, for largesse; and this feather 
was considered an effectiv e security 
Ship wreck, witchcraft, ev il ey e and 
th e like had 110 terrors for the carrier 
of the w ren’s feather. 
In the dim 
twilight hours it was the old custom 
to bury the p iteous little p lucked body 
o f the tiny bird In a corner of conse 
•crated ground, amid a screen of sol­ 
em n lam entation, which was im m e­ 
diately followed by an orgy of games 
and general rejoicing. 
“For m any y ears now the whole p er 
formanee has been enacted in wren 
less 
fashion—‘H am let,’ 
w ithout 
the 
Prince of Denmark. 
I hav e only o n e e 
ev er seen a wren susp ended from the 
gay , sad p ole, and that tw enty y ears 
ago. 
The p lay acting ‘hunt the w ren’ 
p arties still go about the v illages of 
the island, but in ev er lessening n um ­ 
bers. hap hazard, like the May queen 
nuisances in some p arts of England, 
and signs are not w anting th a t the 
whole ancient p ractice is falling into 
desuetude.”

arm y of suffragettes, for all these th in g s they do—and morqj 
When Mrs Em m eline Pankhurst, the famous English suffrage leader, 
ap p eared at the recep tion giv en in her honor at the Women's Univ ersity 
Club in Madison Square, New York City , she made a most significant re­ 
mark. 
She had been discussing the artificial feeding of women p risoners 
in the English jails, when a local equal suffragist rem arked with a smile: 
“Well, I believ e in suffrage, but I would not go on a hunger strike for the 
cause.” 
The English worker threw the New York woman a glance of with­ 
ering contemp t and rep lied sternly : 
"Then y our belief in suffrage cannot 
be v ery deep . 
There is one thing I cannot brook in a. worker— and th at is 
indifference.” 
No, y ou cannot merely believ e in the Cause in England; y ou 
m ust fight for it—and sev eral American women who hav e identified them ­ 
selv es with the mov ement across the A tlantic hav e' found this out to their 
sorrow or their ex altation, as their n atures were sway ed by emotion. 
In creating sy m p athy for “the cause” the suffragette may work singly 
or in comp any wfch a large p arty . 
Perhap s she is assigned to address fac­ 


tory workers. 
Then all unescorted she hies herself to the nearest factory 
during the noon hour and p leads for "the cause.” Sometimes she addresses 
the hardest lot of British workmen y ou can imagine, but she alway s com­ 
m ands their attention and resp ect. 
If she cannot reach the outer fringe of 
listeners with her v oice, which is often hoarse from much sp eaking, she 
uses a megap hone. 
If she w rites a good hand y ou will find her in com p any with half a 
dozen fellow w orkers busily engaged in w riting "Votes for Women” all ov er 
the p av ements of London or some other large English city . 
If some of her 
more daring sisters hav e recently been jailed by the heartless authorities 
y ou will find her array ed in p rison garb riding through town in a mock 
“ Black M aria” or p olice v an, attended by an imitation p oliceman, generally 
some suffragette sy m p athizer of the op p osite sex . 
Up one street and down another the little group p arade, the loungers 
m urm uring as they p ass: 
"They ’re a brav e lot, them suffragettes. 
T hey ’ll 
ev en go to jail for the ballot.” 
Or p erhap s it is a holiday , and all London forgets its woes and goes a 
m erry m aking. 
Then y ou will find the suffragettes fitting their labors into 
the holiday mood. 
No p rison garb now, but fancy costumes such as y ou 
would see at a m asquerade— the Irish colleen in her green cloth and v elv et 
dress, the Scotch lassie with her gay p laid, the English p easant with her 
white blouse and p leated skirt. 
They m ingle with the holiday throng dis­ 
tributing suffragette literature and 
intersp ersing 
cries 
of 
"Votes 
for 
W om en!” with the quaint folk songs of the p art of Great Britain they rep ­ 
resent. 


Perhap s Madame Suffragette is rich and owns her m otor car or carriage. 
Then behold her on her drag, handling the reins as if to the m anner born, 
and, behind her, fellow workers sp reading huge banners that read “Votes 
for Women.” 
“Come to the mass m eeting at --------- and teach the Gov ern­ 
m ent that women should hav e the ballot.” 
These are simp le tasks. 
Storm ing that historic building, the Houses 
of Parliam ent, is a far more serious undertaking, but the London suffra­ 
gettes rallied to the task last June, and three thousand London bobbies 
could not hold them back. 
They were led by the redoubtable Mrs. P a n k­ 
hurst, and their orders were to do or die, 110 m atter w hat the cost. 
The 
ostensible object was to reach P rem ier Asquith with a p etition for equal 
suffrage. 
The real reason was to show their sup erb organization and 
strength. 
Fly ing wedges were formed, bobbies’ faces were tidily slap p ed, 
clothing was disarranged, windows in the huge building were broken by 
stones, and one hundred and twelv e v aliant suffragettes were led in joy ous 
trium p h to the nearest p olice station, chanting "Votes for Women” as they 
went. 
English suffragettes m ust do p icket duty in all sorts of weather. 
For 
day s and nights they surrounded the home of Prem ier Asquith, and when 
he was finally obliged to leav e home and face them on his step s he was 
immediately rushed by the p ickets, shouting “Petition! 
Petition! 
Will 
y ou grant us a hearing?” 
“ I 
will take 
y our 
p etition,” rep lied the Premier, reaching out 
his 
hand. 
And the four women who landed in jail for obstructing traffic and defy ­ 
ing the p olice were the hap p iest women in all England. 
Theresa G arnet was jailed in Bristol for way lay ing W inston Churchill 
and emp hasizing her demand for a hearing by using a dog whip on the 
o ra to r’s p erson. 
Churchill refused to ap p ear against his assailant, but the 
local authorities sent her to jail for disturbing the p eace. 
The English women gav e $250,000 to “the cause” last y ear. 
They held 
20.000 meetings to adv ance “the cause.” 
And if y ou will go to one of their 
“At Homes” in the London headquarters any Monday y ou will find from 
1.000 to 1,500 sy m p athizers and activ e w orkers in attendance. 
But do y ou think y ou’d like to take orders from this noble band of 
m odern suffrage w orkers? 
Do y ou think y ou’d be willing to giv e up a l l - 
home, friends, society , funds and indiv idual freedom—to enlist under the 
banner of “the cause?”

Mrs. Edw ard H. H arrim an, who, by 
the term s of her husband’s will, be­ 
comes the w orld’s richest woman, can 
trace her American ancestry hack to 
1650.

New York World, her forbears hav e 
liv ed in the northern section of this 
State— m en of solid resp ectability and 
women of assured social ¡>osition. She 
was Mary Williamson Av erell, and her 
birthp lace was the thriv ing little city 
of Ogdensburg, in St. Lawrence Coun­ 
ty . 
F urth e r back than goes the memory 
of any liv ing man the Av erells hav e 
been a p ower in the business and so­ 
cial life of Ogdensburg. 
Her father, 
William Av erell, was the head of a 
banking house and p resident of the 
old Ogdensburg & Lake 
Champ lain 
Railroad Comp any ,, which is now the 
Rutland. 
Her grandfather was Judge 
Av erell. one of the most distinguished 
jurists in the history of St. Lawrence 
County . 
The judge’s wife, Mrs. W illiam Av- 
eroll, was rated a beauty in her day , 
and throughout her long life in Og­ 
densburg her social 
sup remacy was 
nev er disp uted. 
She liv ed to he 9 6 
y ears old and alm ost ev ery member of 
her family was long-liv ed and rem ark­ 
ably v igorous to the end. 
It was from this stock that Mary 
Williamson Av erell sp rang, 
dowered 
from the sta rt of 
life 
with 
good 
health, social p osition and consider­ 
able wealth. She had hardly made her 
social debut, when Edw ard H. H arri­ 
man came into her life.

ready made a name for himself in 
Wall street and big financiers were 
talking of him as a “coming m an.”

Washington. March 2.—Even more 
forcibly than it did at first, the sub­ 
committee of the house committee on 
naval affairs Is inclined to resent the 
attitu de of Robert E. Pearyjs friends 
in speak ing lightly of the proposed 
honor of a vote of thank s by congress.

other men honored in this way were j 
distinguished military and naval he­ 
roes of the United States.

Swift, a lawyer and civic reformer in 
Indianapolis, who is a defender of the 
Republican 
insurgents. 
Mr. 
Swift, 
lik e his friend, Mr. Foulk e, was an ar- | 
dent supporter of Mr. Taft for the 
nomination, largely because President 
Roosevelt was k nown to be in favor of 
Mr. Taft, and he has given ex pression 
recently to his disappointment at the ■ 
course of political events in Washing- I 
ton, especially Mr. Taft’s apparent 
friendliness with the Republican lead- j 
ers in congress. 
Mr. Swift is not 
pleased with the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law. 
He, objects to Senator Aldrich 
and Speak er Cannon; and he believes 
that the Republican “insu rgents” in 
congress are the only Republicans that 
are up to the standard. 
President Taft, it is understood, was 
ju st as frank iu writing to Lucius B. 
Swift as he was in his reply to Wil­ 
liam Dudley Foulk e. whose letter of 
complaint he found on his desk after 
his return from his western trip. 
In 
fact, 
the 
Indiana 
Republicans 
who 
have some information on the subject, 
think the president went a step fur­ 
ther in the rebuk e be administered to 
Mr. Swift. 
The president is said to 
have written in reply to the com­ 
plaint?; of his Indianapolis friend, that 
Senator Aldrich deserved much credit 
for the constructive legislation he had 
brought about, while others were only 
complaining, and that while Speak er 
Cannon was not entitled to as much 
credit, he did not deserve the univer­ 
sal aj^use that was being heaped on 
him by the insurgents.

cago, writes that a foreigner has mu ch 
to contend 
with 
in the home. 
One 
liv es in an adobe hou se, white inside 
and ou t. 
Not a garden can be seen 
from the street, 
for the 
rooms are 
bu ilt arou nd the cou rt where the gar­ 
den is located. 
The brick floors m u st 
be well watered ev ery day to hav e 
any k ind of relief from the fleas that 
abou nd. 
There are ru gs of 
Chinese 
m atting and 
plenty of serv ants 
for 
they are cheap and do little—a good 
cook can be had from $2 to $3 gold a 
month, bu t a cook will do nothing bu t 
cook and wash dishes and she is bu sy 
all day long. 
Then there is a girl for 
general hou sework , and a nu rse 
for 
the children. 
A woman is engaged for one day in 
the week to do the washing, which she 
tak es for so mu ch a dozen pieces, the 
soap being prov ided. 
She tak es the 
clothes to the riv er, pins u p her dress, 
wades ou t to a rock , where she slashes 
the 
clothes 
arou nd 
u ntil 
they are 
clean; then she pu ts them on the bank 
to dry in the su n. 
After they dry 
she pou rs w ater on them 
u ntil 
the 
clothes are white. 
The clothes come 
back perhaps at the end of one week , 
may be two. 
Now this same riv er that is the wash 
woman’s tu b is 
also 
the 
riv er that 
su pplies the drink ing water 
for the 
people of the town. 
The law is that 
no one shall was in the riv er u ntil 
in the m orning and they m u st stop 
at 4 in the afternoon so that the water 
m ay not be defiled by 
the 
washer 
women while the water carriers 
are 
getting 
water. 
Ev idently , howev er, 
the gov ernment believ es that w hat the 
people do not see will not hu rt them 
for they du mp the dead 
gov ernm ent 
mu les in the riv er a little way abov e 
he town. 
After the clothes are tak en home a n­ 
other woman 
is 
engaged 
to d o‘the 
roning, bu t one cannot force or per­ 
su ade her to do it at one’s home. They 
ire tak en to her own and

hey are tak en back at the end of a 
week or it may 
be a month.

there m u st be another woman to bring 
certain nu m ber of tinajas of water 
each day .

Afterward the cap­ 
ital mov ed northw ard, first to Pou gh­ 
k eepsie, then to Kingston, and finally 
to Albany . 
At one time it was impossible to 
mak e a tu rn in a road w ithou t ru n­ 
ning into a capital of Rhode Island, 
there being sim u ltaneou sly 
no 
less 
than 
fiv e within that S tate’s some­ 
what restricted 
area — Prov idence, 
Newport, Sou th Kingston, East G reen­ 
wich and Bristol. 
Finally , all tru st 
was placed in Prov idence. 
Connecti­ 
cu t also semed to think that if one 
capital was a good thing, two wou ld 
be better, and had H artford and New 
Hav en. 
Local 
jealou sies 
ex isting between 
towns ex plain the shifting of certain 
capitals, while another reason, which 
has had considerable to do with the 
establishm ent of capitals in cou ntry 
districts in early times, was fou nd in 
the definite bou ndaries of the State 
concerned. 
All of the original States 
had fix ed bou ndaries when adm itted, 
bu t most of the western and sou th­ 
western States were su bdiv isions of 
form er territories, 
and 
the 
capital 
which was appropriate at one time 
wou ld be fou nd decidedly inconv enient 
when the new bou ndaries were fix ed. 
The T erritory of Michigan, 
for 
in­ 
stance, inclu ded a part of northw est­ 
ern Ohio, inclu ding the city of Toledo. 
Ohio was adm itted to the Union in 
18 02, bu t the northw estern cou nties 
were not annex ed to it u ntil 18 36 . The 
change in the bou ndaries then ju sti­ 
fied the more northerly location of the 
capital, and Chillicothe was abandon­ 
ed in fav or of Colu mbu s. 
Tu scaloosa was the original capital 
of Alabama, and Mllledgev ille of Geor­ 
gia being su perseded by A tlanta at 
the close of the Civ il War. 
New Or­ 
leans, for some tim e after the war, 
was the capital of Lou isiana. 
Wheel­ 
ing was the first capital of West Vir­ 
ginia. 
The national capital has also ex peri­ 
enced a cou ple of mov ing day s, its 
original location being New York city , 
the nex t Philadelphia, 
and 
finally 
Washington.

Pu re iron can be shav ed with a pock et 
k nife; im pu re iron can be made al­ 
most as hard as steel. 
Steel is a tru e alloy , containing sev ­ 
eral foreign elements. 
Here, too, as in 
iron, the special v alu es of the different 
steels depend on the natu re and pro­ 
portion of these elements 
Steel may 
be had as soft as the softest irons. 
The w ear and tear of coinage is de­ 
lay ed by the adm ix tu re of baser m et­ 
als with the preciou s ones. 
In their 
pu re state gold and silv er wou ld be 
too soft to stand the u sage for which 
coins are intended. 
M anu factu rers of 
brass and gu n metal are able to effect 
v ery su rprising resu lts in alloy s. They 
will produ ce bright and u sefu l sqb- 
stances with the most u nprom ising m a­ 
terials gathered

Washingto n, March 2.—The pro mo t­ 
ers in the senate o f the po stal sav­ 
ings bank bill believe they have finally 
reached a basis fo r an agreement by 
which the hill will he rendered co nsti 
tutio nal and at the same time will be 
satisfacto ry to western senato rs who 
have been insisting o n the Smo o t 
amendment.
